Behalf, and conceded by the Emperor in- 


that famous Treaty ——— And his Majefty 
being Guarrantee of that Treaty, Qua Rex 
Suecorum, and being happily come into 
‘thofe Parts, had aa Opportunity put 
into his Hands to reinftate them, and there- 
fore.implor’d his Majefty’s Afiftance to do 
them Juftice, and to demand and obtaina 
due Execution of the faid Treaty of Peace, 
on which the Liberties of Germany were 
fecur’d. 
The King of Sweden, after fome Helfita- 
tion, finds, thar the SiJefians have Reafon 
for thisComplaint,and in fhort efponfes this 
Quarrel 3 and indeed in Juftice and Honovr 
he could donolef;, having the Prote@ion of 
them all committed to him by that Treaty, 
as the Succeffor of that great Champion of 
German Liberty, GUSTAVUS ADOLP RUS, 
| purpofely omit to enfer upon what, 
they fay, many reported for certain, and 
which, J muft own, I thought I had good 
Reafon to believe, Viz, That -the firft 
Mover of this Matter, eitherto or with the 
King of Swede, was the French Ambaffae 
dor, and that all the Envoys or Minifters 
of the Allies opposs’d it ro the Jaft ; 
No doubr, IF IT WAS SO, it was done 
with the fame View, ¥.z. This not in 


Refpe& to that, not in Difrefpe& to the

The French pufh’d it with an Expe@ation, 
that this would embroil the Swede with the 
Emperor, and create a new War in the 
Bowels of Germany : The Confederates op- 
pos’d it from a juft Apprehenfion of thofe 
Confequences, which muft at that time be 
fatal to the Grand Alliance, and pot caufe 
the Emperor to withdraw his Troops from 
Italy only, but oblige the Allies to carry 
their Troops a fecond Time into Germany 


to extinguifh a War, that might otherwife 


perhaps embroil them with the Swede.

‘tereft of Franre jo this, as {ome affirm, tho’ 
I-confels, their Reafons feem ta:me very 
ftrong But this is certain, let the 
Concern for the Liberty of Proteftants be

their Hopes of planting and induftrious 
improving both us and themlelves, deprives 
them of-all publick Exercife of Religious 
Worbhip, till they thafl learn the Exglifh 
Tongue, ahd effeétually clinches down 
their Pofterity in that fcandalous Ignorance 
and Want of Joftru&ion, which is the Re- 
proach of the South Part of Britain, above 
all the Chriftian Nations of Europe at this 
Time—— Thefe are Hardhips, 1 could 
find a great Deal of Room to enlarge upon. 


I 
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I might alfo tell you from my own 
Koowledge, that your Clamour. ‘at the 
Difficulty and Impofhibility of planting 
thefe People in England, without Injury to 
the Country, is a meer Chimera form in 
the Notions of fome People, whofe Hu- 
mours always fhock with their Countries 
Intereft. I have, fince 1 {poke on this

That the Common in England is the Ad- 
vantage of the Rich, tho’ it is the Right 
of the Poor; that the Landlord, not the 
Jenant, makes the Advantage of it—— 
And while it is thus, we fhall be Fools to 
the End of the Chapter. 

But the Thing is over, E fhall fay no 
more to it, till | come to go on with my 
Thoughts of she Improvement of Land ia 
Britain, of which J thal) be fomething par- 
ticular ; in che mean time a Word or two 
to the Parifhes that are to take thefe poor 
Families, abuut what they fhall do with 
them, and how they fhall difpofe them.
